S a n F r a n c is c o , D ecem ber 13.— A bout 
noon to -d ay , as car N o . 43, o n th e S u t­ 
te r s tre e t line reach ed th e term inus of 
th e ro ad a t C en tra l av en u e, several of 
th e s trik e rs bo ard ed th e car an d asked 
th e co n d u cto r an d g rip m an to desert. 
T h ey refu sed an d 
w ere p elted w ith 
stones by th e crow d. 
T h e car starte d 
d o w n C en tra l av en u e, w h e n th e saíne 
re q u e st w as m ade of th e g rip m an and 
o o u d u cto r, an d again th e s trik e rs m et 
w ith 
a refusal. 
A u o th er sh o w er of 
stones follow ed. 
Oue o f th e new em ­ 
p loyes ju m p ed off th e re a r p latfo rm of 
th e ca r an d exclaim ed: 
“ Y o u c a n 't take 
off th is ca r," au d at th e sam e tim e drew 
tw o revolvers w ith w hich h e tired into 
th e crow d, au d a y o u n g m an w as seen 
to fall sh o t th ro u g h th e 
h ead . 
T h is 
sh o t seem ed to act as a signal, au d was 
im m ediately follow ed by a volley from 
o th e r m en w ho b o ard ed th e ca r a t th e 
te rm in u s. 
T h e crow d sca tte red an d ran 
in

d irections. 
S e rje a n t B irdsall 
ca u g h t th e m an w ho is claim ed to have 
fired th e fin-t sh o t an d p laced him under 
arre st. T h e m an gave th e nam e of Jo h n 
K elsey . 
T he sh o o tin g p n t a sto p to all 
traffic o n th e line. 
F iv e arrests were 
m ade. 
K elsey denies t i n t he fired the 
first sh o t. 
T h e yon» g 
m an w ho was 
sh o t h as n o t y e t buen id en tified . 
M an y d ifferent versions are g iv e n of 
th e fa ta iity to d ay . 
J . L. K elsey, th e 
first m an arrested , is em p lo y ed as a 
w u to b m iu by th e S u tter-streei. railroad, 
lie stated hu w as stan d in g n ea r C entral 
av e n u e an d .Sutler s tre e t w ith A ustin 
F itzg erald a n d ab o u t a do7.su o th er meu 
w hen a car c m laiu in g m en cam e along, 
an d th e crow d com m enced to sm ash its 
w indow s an d sto n e its g rip in tn . 
“ See­ 
ing th is ,” said K elsey, “ AloCord to ld us 
to d riv e them hack if possible. W e mu ie 
a d ash ut th e crow d, w h e n they began 
th ro w in g clubs an d stones a t us, au d one 
of th e stouea h it ine o n th e sh o u ld er. 
S h o rtly a fte r oue of o u r ineu dropped, 
w hen M cCord to ld us to p ro tec t th a t 
m an an d th e car. 
I th e n drew m y re ­ 
v o lv er an d tired fo u r sh o ts iu to th e air. 
O th e r m en th en pulled th e ir p istols aud 
com m euced firing iuto th e air, an d I su p ­ 
pose th a t iu all ab o u t a dozen sh o ts were 
fired.

tol in to th e cio w d . 
S ev eral m en cam e

re ste d him , an d h ere's h is g un, fa ll, as 
yon see.” 
F arrell w as ch arg ed on the 
p rison reg ister w ith felony. 
E. J . Y ern ew , co n d u cto r on S u tte r- 
s tre e t line, w as w ith in a few feet of 
M cC ord w hen th e sh o ts w ere fired. 
A ccording to his story th e strik n g car 
m en had ju s t d isb an d ed th e ir procession 
au d w ere e n d ia v o n n g to g et som e of the 
new m en w ho w ere w o rk iu g on th e roud 
to leave. 
T hey w ere all v ery q u iet aud 
peaceable, an d n o th re a ts o t an y kiu d 
w ere 
used.

w ere no sto n es 
th ro w n by th e strik ers, b u t Borne boys 
th a t follow ed th e uiovii g procession 
m ay h av e th ro w n d o n e s .

S om e fain ted and 
h ad to be carried in to th e ir residences, 
w h ile o th ers sat dow n o n th e ir d o o r­ 
step s and cried b itte rly .

'I hey 
form ed iuto a procession au d m arched 
to S u tte r s tre e t. 
O n th e w ay th e p ro ­ 
cession was au g m en ted by th e addition 
of a large n u m b er of boys. 
T h e proces­ 
sion w ended its w ay along S u tte r stree t 
an d w hen th e lirst c a r m ade its appear- 
anoo it was m et by show ers of sto u es 
from th e boys. 
A s o th e r cars a p ­ 
proached th e y m et th e Fame trea tm e n t, 
th e strik ers, h ow ever, tak in g no p a rt iu 
th e ass iu It. 
T h e bo y s o b tain ed lath s 
w ith w hich th ey dem olished th e w in­ 
dow s of th e cars. 
T h e proces.don th en 
tu rn e d its atten tio n to th e u th e r tied-up 
lino o n G eary stree t, an d here tu e cars 
m et w ith sim ilar trea tm e n t.

Osgood th en m ade 
his w ny to th e city receiv in g hospital 
w here his w ou n d w as d ressed. 
I t w as 
not a t th a t tim e considered dangerou-, 
h u t a few 
h o u rs la te r a secondary 
h em o rrh ag e Bet in, from tho effects of 
w h ich Osgood sw ooned 
aw ay a t 11 
o’clock an d w as th o u g h t for a w hile to 
be dead. 
V igorous m in istratio n s, h o w ­ 
ev er b ro u g h t him to cousciousncss. 
H e 
is now re stin g easily w ith slig h t h o p s 
of h is recovery. 
Before h is sw oon Os­ 
good tnado a sta te m e n t of th e cu ttin g . 
H e said t h a t the m an caino u p to bun 
au d ask ed him how to recover a w atch 
w h ich had been stolen from him . Osgood 
to ld him a n d th e m an seem ingly satisfied, 
w alked across th e stree t. A lew m inutes 
la te r he re tu rn ed ap p aren tly to say 
som eth in g m ore, b u t w hen he g o t closo 
to t.he officer he su d d eu ly drew a kuife 
an d stab b ed him w ith o u t a w o-d of 
w arning. 
O sgood w as u n ab le to id en tiy 
th o assassin, 
ow ing to th e d ark n ess 
w h ich p rev ailed a t tlie tim e the stab b in g 
was done. 
T h e officer is a m an ab o u t 48 
yea rs old au d a m an of fum ily. 
H e ha^ 
been ou th e force o v er eig h t years.
